WASHINGTON—-The next report of Sen­ 
ator Harry S. Trum an’s war contracts investi­ 
gating committee will he the hottest yet. 
Now being prepared by the Missouri sen­ 
ator and his able chief coimsel, Hugh A. Fulton, 
the report will g ve OPM a bare-knuckled going- 
over for failing more effectively to utilize the 
nation’s Industrial system for w ar production. 
Truman will flariy demand the elimination 
of all dollar-a-year and “ WOC’’ (without com­ 
pensation) men as the first step in a top-to- 
bottom cleanup of the OPM, which he will 
recommend should be undertaken immediately. 
In blasting the doFar-a-yearers, the report 
will charge that many of them, under the pre­ 
tense of “giving” their services to the govern­ 
ment, have in fact exploited their official po­ 
sitions to get juicy contracts for their corpora­ 
tions. 
Also, unless a charge is made in the Tru- 
m an-Fulton 
draft, 
the 
report 
will 
declare 
bluntly that many of 
hese dollar-a-year men 
have been undercover lobbyists for their firms. 
Equally sensational will be the accusation 
that a number of them have received 
substan­ 
tial Increases 
in the salaries they have con­ 
tinued to draw from their companies while 
working for the government “for nothing.” 
NOTE: 
OPM now has 246 dollar-a-year 
and “WOC” men on its rolls. 
It costs the FBI 
$250 per man to investigate the background of 
these officials. 
How They Do It 
Thy report wull say that the probe has 
uncove:-ed no technical violation of the regula­ 
tion barring OPM officials from handling con­ 
tracts in which former business associates are 
interested. 
However, 
the report will 
charge 
that some dollar-a-year men have helped their 
companies get b g-profit contracts by surrepti­ 
tious devices. 
One such device is to give their firms ad­ 
vance tips on orders, a tremendous advantage 
to a bidder. 
Another 
s to advise their firms 
on “hog to go about” getting a contract, who 
to see, the amount to bid, and so on. 
Also, the dollar-a-year boys are in a posi­ 
tion to know' of impenaing shortages of certain 
materials and to help their companies out by 
giving them inside information on w'hen and 
how to stock up. 
Trum an’s report will strongly recommend 
that the government either pay dollar-a-year 
and “WOC” men regular salaries or get rid 
of them. 
As now wuitten, the report declares: 
“No man can serve twm masters, his com­ 
pany 
and 
the 
government. 
Human 
nature 
being w^hat it i.s, a drllar-a-year man cannot 
be expected to forget t ie interests of his com­ 
pany, especially w'hile he is still on the payroll 
of that company.” 
W ally ’s Lost Trip

He was tiTing to intimate that had the Poles 
yielded on the Danzig question, and the British 
and French repudiated their pledged word to 
support the Poles if invaded, all this w'ould not 
ha\’e happened. Plaintively, the conqueror of 
France, Norway, Belgium, Holland, G reece and 
Yugoslavia intimates that he w'ould have been 
satisfied with Danzig and left the rest of the 
world in peace.

Danz g? So long ago it seems, that night of 
August 31, 19 39 , when the peace of the wmrld 
trembled in a balance hanging over the Polish 
Corridor. Hitler wanted changes in the Polish 
Corridor arrangements. The world, fearful of 
war, w'as inclined to agree to them. Poland ap­ 
peared Willing to 
compromise 
if 
approached 
wuthout tnreats. But Hitler had worked himself 
into one of those maniacal rages in which there 
was no longer any place for negotiation. The 
Poles must yield completely—or else. 
Let us never forget that one cruicial point. 
This war is an effort to wipe from the w'orld’s 
face the “or else” kind of relationship between 
nations. Because Hitler could not wait; because, 
intoxicated by the might of his waiting legions, 
he had to attack Poland I'ather than wait to see 
what reason could accomplish, the war came. 
“Die for Danzig?” the cynical French left 
was asking. Xo, not for Danzig. Danzig was only 
a symbol. There were many men willing to die 
for something bigger thart Danzig. They have 
died and are dying to create a world in which 
“or else politics’’ will no longer dominate the 
world’s peoples. 
“Was Danzig the world?” 
comes 
Hitler’s 
petulant v oice once again. Yes, Hitler, Danzig 
WAS the world, in a sense. Danzig, a small city 
in itself, stood for the pledged word, for decent 
sanity in negotiations between peoples, for the 
eternal question of whetlier Strength or Right 
shall pre\ail. 
First the British and French only stood on 
the side of reason and the pledged word. Then 
France fell, and Britain stood alone. But the 
taste of tne morsel Danzig got under the Hitler 
tongue, and one by one other conquests followed 
it—and each time the world became more and 
more concerned. Allies began to 
range 
them­ 
selves on the side of the things of which Danzig 
was only a symbol.

Today 26 countries stand pledged 
to 
the 
ending oi what Hitler began at Danzig. Those 26 
are not the world, but they are a good repre­ 
sentative slice of it, and there will be others to 
join before they are through. 
Danzig did not seem like the 
world, 
in 
the 
days when Hitler s military machine was rolling 
over Poland. But it is beginning to look more 
like the vmrid every day. 
The whole world is realizing increasingly 
e\cry day that Danzig-ism, 
“or 
else 
politics,” 
must go.
